TAX PLOT KNOWN 
TO GRAND JURY. 


Evidence Presented Showing 
Organized Syndicate Has 
_Done Fixing in Scores. 

of Cases. 


TEMPLE RECEIPT FORGED 


Stamp Bearing Mr. Raymond’s 
Name Made at 200 Clark 
Street Two Days Be- 


fore Using. 


Within four hours after the members of 
the first special grand jury Cook county has 
known since 1897 were sworn in yesterday 
to investigate the tax frauds, they had se- 


‘cured evidence proving that an organized 


syndicate, which hae fixed taxes in scores of 
cases, has operated in Cook county and the 
state, 

They learned that the tax receipt pur- 
porting to show the payment of $26,770.17 
taxes on’ the Masonic temple last April was 
a forgery, the rubber stamp with which the 
hame of County Treasurer Raym was 
affixed having been made at 200 Cl street 
just two days before the taxes at os said . 
to have been paid, 

Details of how this bogus rubbet stamp 
was ordered, made, and secured in the same 
day were related by a clerk of Martin & 
Co., who made the stamp. A proof of the 
signature borne by this stamp, afterward 
altered by the tax fixing clique to suit their 
purposes, is now in the hands: of the grand 
jurors, 

Today the lines may be drawn near cer- 
tain prominent citizens of Chicago, for the 
jurors assert they intend to uncover the men 
who paid the bribes, as well as those who 
actually performed the crooked work. Evi- 
dence is coming In from various quarters 
bearing on this pdint. 


Four Indictments Expected Today. 


It was thought last night that before ad- 
journment this evening four indictments 
would be voted, The persons the state’s 
attorney thinks, may be hit are | 


Capt. Edward Williams, manager of the: Ma- 
sonic temple, now under arrest charged with ut- 
tering the forged receipt purporting to show the 
Payment of $26,770.17 taxes on this building on 
April 17 last. 

Luke Wheeler, chief of the fixing gang, who was 
shown during the day to have negotiated for a 
bogus stamp bearing the name of County Treas- 
urer Raymond, which was used to attach the sig- 


7 nature to the receipt in question. 


Malcolm Dale Owen, an attorney and friend of 
Witnesses testified on oath that this 
man was @ go-between for Wheeler in many cases. 

James B. Hoy, friend of Wheeler’s and prersent 
agent for a St. Louls brewing company; witnessss 
testified under oath that Hoy was one of the me 
who approached..them~with bribes to fix the Ma- 
sonic temple taxes. 


Time to Find the Bribe Givers. 

With this work adjournment may be taken 
for two or three days to allow the state’s 
attorney’s office and detectives to gather in 
the links of evidence which are implicating 
the names of prominent Chicagoans as the 
bribe givers to the fixing clique. 

That the receipt tendered by Capt. Ed- 
ward Williams was a forgery was held to 
have been proved beyond question during the 
day. That this bogus receipt was the work 
of Luke Wheeler and his clique was another 
point definitely settled. This evidence was 
unexpected and is merely an earnest of the. 
important facts State’s Attorney Deneen 
holde and of which no inkling has leaked 
out to the publite. 

Arthur Powell, a clerk for Martin & Cod., 
rubber stamp makers, told the story of the 
bogus stamp to the grand jurors. Today 
Cc. W. Martin, 4829 Lake avenue, head of the 
firm, will bel placed under oath to corroborate 
the young man's evidence. Both assert that 
they can identify the man who ordered the 
stamp and paid $2 for it if he is brought in. 
This was one of the chief developments of 
the firet sessions of the special grand jury, 
and the evidence is accredited to the deter- 


mined work of Detective Frank Tyrrell. » 


Ordering the Bogus Stamp. 


“On April 15, as nearly as I remember,” 
said young Powell, “a man entered our 
place at 200 Clark street and said he wanted 
He asked that the name of 
‘Ss. B. Raymond & Co.’ be put on the die. He 
offered a slip of paper bearing the name writ- 
ten in script. The paper was sent to the Star 
Engraving company, 183 Clark street, and 
there the wood cut was made from which the 
imprint on the rubber was produced. The 
work was completed the same day and this 
man called and took it, paying $2. He also 
took the wood cut with him. Yes, I believe I 
could identify the man. But there are so 
many in and out that no special attention 
was paid to him.” 


This statement tells the story of how Coun- 


ty Treasurer Raymond’s name became af- 

fixed to the forged receipt. The rubber 

stamp, as turned out by Martin & Co., read: 
8. B. RAYMOND‘ & CO. 

This stamp was then taken, it is held, the 
mark cut out altogether, and the “ 
wesssernchte so as to make the stamp read: 

S. B. Raymond, 
Co. Coll. 

The stamps in the treasurer’s office were pro- 
duced by Chief Clerk Becker. The difference 
was seen at once. Not even a bona fide sig- 


/nature of Mr. Raymond had been presented 


for the stamp manufacturer to work from. 
Instead of Mr. Raymond’s flowing hand, the 
signature was cramped and crooked. The 
abbreviation of county collector in the orig- 
inal stamp is written “ Co.......Coll,” a 
long line connecting the widely spaced ab- 
breviations. In the bogus stamp these two 
characters were close together and out of 


Compares the Two Stamps. 

With these facts in hand Chief Clerk Becker 
of the treasurer’s office produced the genuine 
stamps of the office and the photograph of 
the receipt held by Capt. Williams. 

treasurer's stamps,” said he, “ are 
steel; the stamp which marked this receipt 
was rubber. The handwriting on that forged 
receipt,” he added, the document having 
been submitted to experts in chirography, 
“ was Luke Wheeler's in part at ieast.”’ 

Every employé of in & Co. wiht be 
questioned today, and It is believed that the 
identification of the man who ordered the 
bad stamp is merely the matter of a few 
hours. 

That the stamp was made just in time to 
be used on the forged receipt was proved | 
by the photograph of that document. An- 
other @iscrepancy in the explanations of 
Capt. Wikiams was brought out by Chief 
Clerk Becker. Capt. Williams exp.ained, 
through his attorney, that though the re- 
ceipt bore the date of April 17, he had paid 
the taxes on Aprii 18 and that the bill, which

CYCLE TRUST PUNGTURED. 


BIG COMPANY IS TO HAVE A RE- 
: CBIVER. 


President of Combine Takes Steps to 
Wind Up Affairs and Pat It on Basis 

_ for Reorganisation—Lack of Work- 
ing Capital Ascribed as Reason for 
Failure in Statement Issued to the 
Pablic—Chicago Men Organizers of 
the Concern, 


New York, Sept. 8—([Special.J]—The bi- 
cycle trust, punctured when the fad waned, 
has asked for a receiver. The trust, which 
required so much energy on the part of A. G. 
Spalding and James A. Hart of Chicago to 
organize, and which, after two unsuccessfui 
attempts, was finally formed, fell into bad 
days within a short time, due to overcapi- 
talization and the falling off in the business. 

The trust was formedin the boomdays and 
had the craze for wheeling maintained its 
popularity the company might have pulled 
through, but it hae been apparent for some 
time that a crash was inevitable. 


Plan to Reorganize. 

After tottering on the brink of a recelver- 
ship for several weeks the company, through 
its president, R. L. Coleman, announced to- 
night that steps have been taken to place the 


eompany in the hands of a temporary re- | 


ceiver and to reorganize its affairs. The an- 
nouncement was delayed until after the 
company had defaulted the semi-annual in- 
terest coupons of its 5 per cent sinking fund 
gold debentures, which fell due today. 

That these coupons would not be paid had 
been the conviction of Wall street for some 
| days. This morning at the opening of busi- 
ness Baring, Magoun & Co., fiscal agents for 
the American Bicycle company, stated to 
those who presented coupons that no funds 
had been received for the payment of the 
interest. The statement published tonight 
said: | 

“Interest on this company’s debenture 
bonds, due this day, will not be paid at this 
time. Proceedings have been instituted look- 
ing to the appointment of a temporary re- 
ceiver or receivers in the interest of the bond 
and stock holders, and a plan of reorganiza- 
tion will be submitted at an early date for 
their approval. The company is perfectly 
solvent and undoubtedly has an assured fui- 
ture. It controls about 70 per cent of the bi- 
cycle output, an increasing and profitable 
automobile businese (in electric, gasoline, 
and steam vehicles), and a growing and 
promising trade in storage batteries. 

“The American Bicycle company is now 4 
holding company of the stocks of the Amer- 
ican Cycle Manufacturing company, Inter- 
national Motor Car company, Federal Manu- 
facturing conipany, and National Battery 
company, and others. None of these four 
subsidiary companies will be affected by the 
fact that the parent company has been placed 
in the hands of a receiver.” 

Reasons for the Move. 

“The moving reason for this course is 
that the company is, and has been since its 
organization, hampered by lack of working 


capital,.and it 4s ecop@dently expected that} 


the proposed reorganization will furnish the 
necessary funds for the proper conduct of its 
business. 

* Radical economies have betn effected in 
management and operation, and all old and 
carried over bicycle merchandise disposed of. 
The company has adjusted itself*to new 
trade conditions wherein the bicycle has be- 
come a staple commodity and the demand a 
constant and measurable quantity. 

“There is no occasion for alarm ‘upon the 
part of any creditors of the above named 
constituent companies. It should be stated 
that those most largely interested in the com- 
pany’s securities are working in entire ac- 
cord and harmony upon the lines indicated.” 


. History of the Trust. 

The American Bicycle company was organ- 
ized In 1899, to acquire and operate the works 
of forty-four of the principal manufactories 
of bicycles and bicycle parts in the United 
States. There were fifty-five plants and over 
900 patents. In November, 1899, the com- 
pany sold its tire manufacturing plants to 
the Rubber Goods Manufacturing company. 
Since then the policy of the company has 
been to concentrate its various plants and to 
develop its automobile business. The com- 
mon stock was originally $20,000,000 and the 
preferred $10,000,000, but in October, 1901, 
this was reduced to $17,701,500 common and 
$9,294,000 preferred. The preferred stock 
bears 7 per cent cumulative dividends: The 
amount of debenture bonds is $9,500,000.

SHIP SINKS AT HARBOR MOUTH. 


Vessel, with Water Pouring Into Its 
Hold, Makes Exciting Race for 
Safety and Loses. 


Ludington, Mich., Sept. 2—After one of 
the most exciting races against time ever 
run on Lake Michigan, the steamer 
Hattie B. Pereue.lies sunk at the entrance 
to Ladington harbor, with its deckload of 
lumber gone, while a high southwest sea 
beats over it.

CARDINAL GIBBONS IS

VERMONT VOTES, 
BUT NO ELECTION 


Majority Is Necessary to Win 
and No Candidate for 
Governor Outdoes 

All Opponents. 


GOES TO LEGISLATURE. 


Split in Republican Party Di- 
vides the Strength—Nomi- 


nee of Regulars Sure to 
Get Position. 


White River Junction, Vt., Sept. 3,3 a,m.— 
[Special.]}—No governor or lieutenant gov- 
ernor was chosen by the voters of this state 
at yesterday’s election, as none received a 
majority of the votes, which is necessary 
under the state law. This throws the elec- 
tion into the legislature and aseures the 
@hoice of Gen. John G. McCullough, the reg- 
ular republican nominee. 

The fight was over the repeal or amend- 
ment of the state prohibitory law, and the 
high license and local option men bolted the 
convention and named Percival W. Clement 
for governor. 


Small Towns Control State. 


Each city or town in the state has one rep- 
resentative in the state legislature, thus giv- 
ing a village with only a dozen voters the 
same voice as the large cities: As practical- 
ly all the smali towns are for prohibition the 
no license people wi.l control the legisiature 
and there is littie hope for change in the law, 
although the regular republican platform ad- 
vocates an amendment a refer- 
endum on the subject. ‘ee 

The returns are not complete at ‘this hour, 
but they tndicate that Clement is running 
close to McCullough. The returns from 200 
cities and towns out of 246 give the follow- 
ing vote for governor. 

Gen. John G. McCullough, rep., 26,407; 
Felix W. McGettrick, dem., 6,112; Percival 
W. Clement, high HMcense, 23,230; Joel 
Sherbourne, pro., 2,062. 

The best idea of the change over in votes 
in both the democratic and republican par- 
tles is showm by the comparison with the 
vote of the same 200 cities and towns in 1900, 
which gave Sticknty, rep., 39,005; Senter, 
dem., 14,439; all others, 1,200, 


Party Lines Are Ignored. 

Mr. Clement showed great strength in the 
Jarge cities, his home town, Rutland, giving 
him a majority of 1,214 out of a total vote of 
A,859. The returns show that Gen. McCul- 
Jough did not begin to hold the Republican 
vote, Clement getting his strength from this 
defection, to which was added, it is claimed, 
about one-half of the total democratic 
the siete,..The prohibitionist 
vote was heavy for that party. 

David J. Foster, republican, is reélected to 
congress in the First district, and Kittredge 
Haskins is reélected in the Second district, as 
the contest at the head of the ticket did not 
affect the balance of the ticket. 

The balance of the state Republican ticket 
is as follows:

Bolt Headed by Clement 


The bolt from the convention that named 
McCullough was headed by Clement, after 
an effort to place in the platform a plank 
favoring high license loca] pption had failed. 
The convention will adopt a milder plank 
drafted by former Gov. John W. Stew- 
art, which had a referendum clause pro- 
viding that the law should take the place of 
the present prohibitory law that has been 
on the statute books for fifty years upon its 
receiving a majority vote when presented to 
the people. 

The Clement delegates were calling the at- 
tention of the convention to the alleged claim 
of bribery in the election of certain dele- 
gates when they were stopped by parlia- 
mentary procedure, and, claiming that they 
could not be given a hearing, bolted. Clem- 
ent was nominated for governor and Frank 
W. Agan for lieutenant governor. 

The regular republican candidates for 
state treasurer, secretary of state, and au- 
ditor of accounts were indorsed by the Clem- 
ent forces, and their opposition consisted 
only of the candidates of the democratic 
and prohibition tickets. 


Clement Foe of Prohibition. 


Percival W. Clement for a considerable 
number of years has given freely of his time 
and money in an attempt to replace the pro- 
hibitory law with a high license or local 
option statute. His newspaper property, the 
Rutland Herald, has devoted countless col- 
umns, editorial And newg, to exposing the 
peculiar workings of the present statute. 
He has not, been an officeseeker. He has 
worked for an idea. 

Attempts to revise the law, to make it less 
stringent, to eliminate from it provisions 
that make it possible to send a liquor s ller 
to the penitentiary for sixty years—practical- 
ly a life sentence—have always met with 
failure in the legislature. 

So uncompromising has been the attitude 
of the prohibition forces that the element 
captained by Mr. Clement has realized that 
the only way to reform the law is to reform 
it out of existence.

CENTRAL AND PEOPLE’S CONSID- 
ERING A COMBINATION. 


Former Lacks Suitable Accommoda- 
tiens and Latter Has No Pastor— 
Suggestion Laid Before Trustees of 
Younger Organization by Members 
of Dr. Gunsaulus’ Congregation and 
a Committee Appointed at Once to 
Learn Sentiment of Those Interested 


The consolidation of the Central and the 
People’s churches ts the object of plans 
that were set on foot yesterday. A commit- 
tee from Central church offered the sugges- 
tion to the trustees of People’s church, anda 
committee of the latter body was appointed 
to learn the sentiment of members. 

Both the independent congregations are 
confronted by conditions which are expected 
to lead to a prompt indorsement of the phan. 
The People’s church is now without a pastor, 
owing to the récent resignation of Dr. Frank 
Crane, while the Centrai church is said to be 
without suitable accommodations for its 
large congregation. By. consolidation the 
congregation of the former church would 
have the services of Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus 
as pastor, while the Central church would 
find room enough in MeVicker’s theater. 


Special Meeting of Trustees. 

All these questions were considered at a 
meeting of the People’s church trustees, 
called especially in the board rooms, 100 
Washington street, to consider the proposi- 
tion presented by Abram M. Pence and Eu- 
gene Cary, representing the Central church. 
The trustees appointed as a committee Dr. 
H. H. Brown, J. 8S. Eberhart, and Frank R. 
Greene. The; are under instructions to fake 
up the matter seriously and report the result 
of their conference, If the proposition meets 
with favor from both churches, it will be 
referred to both congregations. On the result 
‘of this final vote the proposed union depends. 

Both churches will resumé services the 
first Sunday if October. According to the 
present arrangements, leading members of 
both congregations will be questioned as to 
their opinion of the plan before that date, 
and, if the proposition is indorsed, union 
services to celebrate the event will be heid on 
the opening day. 

Name for Combined Organizations. 

The discussion went so far that the trustees 
even talked of a name for the proposed 
church. Some wanted to retain the name 
People’s church, others said it would be well 
to call the new institution the Central 
chureh, but the majority thought that the 
name. People’s Central church would be 
euphonious, as well as a constant reminder 
of the consolidation. 

The trustees of the People’s church, most 
of whom attended the meeting, are: Dr. H. 
H. Brown, chairman; Isaac G. Lombard, W. 
L. Wohrer, Dr. C. G. Davis, BE. A. Leight, J. 
S. Eberhart, Dr. W. C. Sanford, F. R. Greene, 
E. H. Taylor, Robert J. Walshe, Will H, 
Moore, and Morton MacCormac. 

In regard to the action of the board, Trus- 
tee MacCormac said: 

“ This matter is not in such shape now that 
much can be said about the plans. From 
what was said at the board meeting, I be- 
lieve that no serious obytacle will stand in the 
way of the consoiidation. It would seem to 
be an advantage for both congregations.

The fact that both churches have been con- 
ducted along the same liberal lines is ex- 
pected to be an important factor leading to 
the consolidation.

NURSE OWNS UP 
FATAL MISTAKE, 


Emily Etheridge Tells of a 
Deadly Dose Given at 
the Presbyterian 
Hospital.

Miss Emily Etheridge, a nurse tn the 
Presbyterian hospital, and the daughter of 
the late Dr. James H. Etheridge, one of 
Chicago’s leading physicians, confessed to 
Coroner Traeger last night that she had 
made a fatal mistake in administering 
strychnine to a patient in the hospital. 

The victim of this error was Mrs. Laura 
Moore of Rensselaer, Ind., whose sudden 
death a week ago yesterday had been a mys- 
tery until Miss Etheridge made a clean 
breast of the matter. The confession was 
spoken to the coroner and his phyeician at

' Denies Hand in Other Fatalities. 

Miss Etheridge denied frankly that she 
administered an overdose of fatal drugs to 
Mrs. Katherine Dubsky or to Mrs. Maria: 
Stewart, both of whom died“under peculiar 
circumstances in the Presbyterian hospital 
on the same day Mrs. Moore died. 

** I-had been instructed to give Mre,. Moore 
one-thirtieth of a grain of strychnine,” said 
Miss Etheridge, “‘ and I thought the tablets 
of strychnine contained one-sixtieth of a 
grain each, so I gave her two tabiets, Now 
I Know that each tablet contained one grain. 

**I did not realize that I had made a biun- 
der until the woman died. Then I began to 
think. I inquired how much strychnine 
there was in each tablet, and learned that

Miss Etheridge explained that it had been 
her duty to administer the medicines to the 
patients in her ward a week ago yesterday. 
She went to the bedside of Mra. Moore at 2 
o'clock p. m.,

Calls Directions Ambigtous. 

I remember correctly,” said Miss Bth- 
eridge, “the directions on the box read, 
‘ Dissolve tablet in one-half ounce of water. 
Minims four to one-sixtieth grain.’. T had 
been told to give the patient one-thirtieth 
of a grain. I thought that two of the tad- 
lets would make the required dose, belleving 
that each tablet contained one-sixtieth of 
a grain. The directions were ambiguous.? 

Soon after the nurse administered the fatal 
dose she noticed that Mrs. Moore had grown 
perceptibly worse and was unusually pale. 

“ Was she in convulsions, or did you notice 
any signs of paralysis or twitching of the 
face?’’ asked Dr. Springer. 

“No,” responded Miss Etheridge, “ but I 
saw that the woman was exceedingly sick,

During the same hour that Miss Etheridge 
administered the fatal drug to Mrs. Moore 
she gave Mrs. Stewart, who Gied at § o'clock 
on the same night, seven drops of hydro- 
chioric acid, according ‘to directions, Dut 
beyond that she gave the woman no medicine. 

“She was given other medicines by other 
nurses between the time that I gave her the 
hydrochloric and the time of her death,” she. 
said. 


Miss Etheridge is blameless (n the Stewart; 
case, some other nurse of the institution wit 
be brought to answer for that-death. Tae 
hydrochloric would not be harmful, he saa, 
but the fact that the woman was apparently 
convalescent ear:y in the day and dead at 
‘night leads him to believe that the “ otner 
medicines " were administered carelessty. 

It will be Mr. Traeger’s business today to 
look into that phase of the matter. 


Denies Nursing Mrs. Dubsky. 

Miss Etheridge denied’ that she had ever 
given medicines of any kind to Mrs. Dubsky, 
the third woman who died at the institution 
under mysterious circumstances. 

Coroner Traeger said last night he would 
exhume Mrs. Dubsky’s body if her husband 
secures an -order of court authorizing the 
disinterment. Mr. Dubsky made 4 written 
request on the coroner yesterday for an 
official investigation of his wife's death, and, 
upon being told that an order of court Was 
necessary for the protection of the coroner, 
promised he would make such an application. 
this morning. 

It is likely, too, that a similar order of court 
will be asked by the relatives of Mrs. Stew- 
art. The coroner was called on during 
the day by William Goggins, a brother of 
Mrs. Stewart, who asserted that his suspi- 
cions had been aroused by the publicity given 
to ‘the case of Mrs. Dubsky and Mrs. L. Moore. 

The record in Mrs. Dubsky’s case showed 
that she had undergone five operations be- 
fore edmission to the hospital, and that the 
cause of death was pyaemia. Her home was 
at 514 Robey street. The cause of Mra. 
Stewart's death was given as nephritis. Shé 
lived at 8548 Armour avenue.

TRUST FIGHT OLD, 


SAYS ROOSEVELT. 


President Declares His Ideas 


‘the Same as They Ever . 
Have Been. 


People of Massachusetts Are Told 
to Be Cautious in Any Ac- 
tion to Cure Evils. 


Daiton, Mass., Sept. 2.—[Special.]—Trusts 
and the way to combat the evils growing out 
of them formed the chief theme of President 


Roosevelt's speeches in this state today. That 


thé is preaching no new doctrine for him was 
stated positively by the president in his ad- 
dresses. 

His principles on the subject of corpora- 
tions are the same as when he made his cam- 
paign for governor of New York, President 
Roosevelt said, and he referred his hearers 
to his speeches at that time, when he was 
running for the vice presidency, and to his 
first message to congress. 

The same arguments regarding trusts and 
big corporations used in previous addresses 
during his New England tour were reiterated 
today by the president. He warned the peo- 
ple of the peril in classing all industrial 
combines as evil and seeking to crush all out. 
The people were told of the danger of re- 
turning to the conditions that prevailed in 
1898, and the president said unwise acts coyld 
bring an end to the present prosperity. 

The president had a restful night at North- 
field. The first speech of the day was at 
Miller’s Falls, where a crowd had gathered. 
The president expressed pleasure at meet- 
ing there members of the Second Massachu- 
setts regiment, which had served with him 
in Cuba. 


Harvard Flags in Evidence. 

At Athol and Gardner speeches also were 
made. At the latter place: Harvard flags 
were everywhere in evidence, and as the 
president ascended the platform a number 
of college boys gave the college cheer. At 
all of the places where stops were made the 
president spoke upon the necessity for good 
citizenship in order to be successful in life. 

The first important stop was at Fitchburg, 
where he found the people keeping a general 


holiday. A stop of an hour was made. The. 


president was welcomed by the largest num- 
ber of people ever seen on Fitchburg’s main 
street. The thoroughfare was profusely 
decorated and the clear air and bright sun- 
ghine made the day enjoyable. 

On the arrival of the train a national salute 
was fired. The visitors were met at the sta- 
tion by the reception committee. The car- 
riage in leaving the depot passed under an 
arch adorned with festoons of flags and many 
shields bearing the word ‘* welcome.”’. Op- 
posite the Baptist church, above the middle 
of the street, a huge floral bell was suspended, 
and when the president was directly under it 
by a clever device the bell was made to empty 
a shower of roses upon him. :

Replies to His Criti 

President Roosevelt in his address at Fitch- 
burg devoted himself almost exclusively to 
the trusts, which he intended as an answer 
to his critics. He said in part: 

“Tf some of those who have seen cause 
for wonder in what I have said this fall 
on the subject of great corporations, which 
are popularly, although -with technical in- 
accuracy, known as trusts, would take the 
trouble to read my messages when I was 
governor, what I said on the stump two 
years ago, and what I put into my first 
message to congress, I think they would 
have been less astonished. I said nothing 
on the stump that I did not think I could 
make good, and I shall not hesitate now to 
take the position ‘which I then advocated. 
I am even more anxious that you who hear 
what I say should think of it than that 
you should applaud it. 

“T am not going to try to define with 
technical accuracy what-ought to be meant 
when we speak of a trust. But if by trust 
we mean merely a big corporation, then 
I ask you to ponder on the utter folly of 
the man who either in a spirit of rancor 
or in a spirit of folly says, ‘ Destroy the 
trusts,’ without giving you an idea of what 
he means relly to do. I will go with him 
if he says destroy the evil in the trusts, 
gladly. 

Will Seek to Cure the Evil. 

“JT will try to find out the evil. I will seek 
to apply remedies, which I have already out- 
lined in other speeches. But if his policy 
from whatever motive, whether hatred, fear, 
panic, or just sheer ignorance. is to destroy 
the trusts in a way that will destroy all our 
presperity, ‘ no!’ 

“ Those men who advocate wild and foolish 
remedies which would be worse than the 
disease, are doing all in their power to per- 
petuate the evils against which they nomi- 
nally war, beacuse if we are brought face to 
face with the naked issue of either keeping 
or totally destroying a prosperity in which 
the majority shares, but in which some share 
improperly, why as sensible men must we 
decide that it is a great deal better that some 
people should prosper too much than that no 
one should prosper enough? So the man who 
advocate Pdestroying the trusts by measures 
which would paralyze the industries of the 
country is at best a quack, and at worst an 
enemy to the republic.” 


Tells of Conditions in 1893, 

Referring to the conditions which existed 
in. 1898, the president said: 

“There was no trouble about anybody 
making too much money then, The trusts 
were down, but the trouble was that 
were all of us down. Nothing but harm to 
‘the whole body politic can come from igno- 
rant agitation, carried on partially against 
real evils, partially against imaginary evils, 
but tn aspirit which would substitute for the 
real evils evila just as real and infinitely 
greater. Those men, if they should suc- 
ceed, could do nothing to bring about a solu- 
tion of the great problems with which we 
are coneerned. If they should destroy cer- 
tain of the evile at the cost of overthrowing 
the well being of the entire country it would 
mean merely that there would come a reac- 


tion in whiclt» they and their remedies would, 


be hopelessly discredited. 


Should Not Hurt Business. 

“ Now, it does not do anybody any good, 
and it will do most of usa great deal of harm 
to take steps which will check any proper 
growth in a corporation. We wish not to pen- 
alize but to reward a great captain of indus- 
try, or the men banded together ‘in a cor- 
poration who have the business forethought 
and energy necessary to build up a great 
industrial enterprise. 

“Keep that in mind. A big corporation 
may be doing excellent work for the whole 
country, and you want, above all: things, 
when striving to get a plan which will pre- 
vent wrongdoing by a corporation which de- 
sires to do wrong, not at the same time to 
have a scheme which will interfere with a 
corporation doing well, if that corporatien 
is handling itself honestly and squarely. 

“Now, what I am saying ought to be 
treated as simple, elementary truths. The 
only reason it is necessary to say them at all 
is that apparently some people forget them. 
I believe something can be done by national 
legislation. When I state that, I ask you to 
note my words. I say I believe. It is not 
in my power to say I know. When I talk to 
you of my own executive duties I can tell 
you definitely what will and what will not 
be done. When I speak of the actions of any 
one else I can only

GUNNERS KILLED 
IN MIMIC WAR. 


Two Deaths Result from At- 
tacks on Forts by Squad- 
ron of “Enemy.” 


THIRD BATTLE IS NEAR. 


Army and Navy both Claim Vic- 
tory and Squadron Moves 
Against Newport. 


: New London, Conn., Sept. 3, 2 a. m.—[Spe- 
cial.]~—The following message was received 
at Fort Trumbull at 1 a. m.: 

“Three large vessels and one smal! one 
at anchor off Risher’s island, Indications 
are that a quick movement is to be made upon 
Newport.” 


New London, Conn., Sept. 2.—[Special. ]— 
Two gunners dead and one fatally injured 
by the premature discharge of a great gun in 
Fort Wright, half a dozen or more warships 
sunk on the imagination plan, several forts 
silenced, and enough figures recorded to 
keep the referees of the war game working 
for six months to figure out whether the 
army or navy won the victory are the results 
of the two desperate attacks on the forts at 
the entrance to Long Island sound last night 
and at daybreak this morning. 

Tonight Rear Admiral Higginson’s squa- 
dron, representing the enemy, is reported 
moving around point Judith and the army of 
the defense is preparing to repel an attack 
on Newport. The heavy draft battleships 
of the enemy are reported moving rapidly 
toward Gardiner’s bay, while the lighter 
vessels of the attacking squadron are speed- 
ing toward Newport either to make a feint 
or attempt the assault of the forts.

Must Amend Constitution. 
‘IT believe it wHl be done. I think we 
can get laws which measurably wil! increase 
the power of the federal government over 


corporations; but, gentlemen, I believe firm- 


ly that in the end there will have to be an 
amendment to ‘the constitution of the na- 
tion conferring additional power upon the 
federal government to deal with corpora- 
tions. To get that will be a matter of diffi- 
culty and a matter of time. 

“I want you to think of what I have said 
because it répresents all the sincerity and 
earnestness that I have, and I'say‘to you 
here from this platform nothing that I have 
not already stated and nothing that I would 
not say at a private table with any of the 
biggest corporation managers of the land.’” 


Great Crowd in Springfield. 


President Roosevelt was greeted by more 
than 75,000 persons in Springfield, fully a 
third of whom heard him deliver an address 
on Court square. The presidential train ar- 
rived late, at 5:08 p.m., and, with Mayor 
Ralph W. Ellis in charge, the rty was 
driven in carriages to the United States 
armory. 

Through streets jammed with people he 
was then driven to Court square, where 25,- 
000 persons were gathered. Directly in front 
of the stand stood three companies of the 
Second Massachusetts regiment, which 
camped beside the Rough Riders at Santiago. 
To these the president spoke directly many 
times. He dwelt particularly upon the duty 
of American citizens to respect the soldiers 
fighting the warfare of a tropical jungle and 
subject to many temptations, taking this 
subject because Springfield is the home of 
some of the well known critics of the Philip- 
pine campaign. 

Afterwards he addressed the Grand Army 
veterans at their headquarters, speaking 
from his carriage. 


Meets Former Comrades. 


The president in, his speech at Springfield 
said in part: — 

“Mr. Mayor, and you, my fellow Ameri- 
cans: I thank you from my heart for your 
greeting, and I know you will not grudge 
my saying that of all thdse present I feel 
peculiarly pleased to meet here my com- 
rades, the men of your Massachusetts regi- 
ment, behind and beside whom I served at 
Santiago. 

“ Ladies and gentlemen, the men who went 
to Cuba were your brothers, sons, kindred, 
and neighbors. The men who served in the 
Philippines in the uniform of the American 
army have been again your brothers, sons, 
and neighbors. Last night I spent at North- 
field. Two centuries and over ago Northfield 
was the frontier and we have Massachusetts 
now because we were not afraid to expand 
then and we are not afraid to expand now. 

‘Our destiny unexpectedly took us to the 
Philippines. I don’t suppose any of us when 
you and I, my comrades, went down to Cuba, 
thought much of the Philippines and did not 
know much about them. I did not. When 
Ave got there we found that we had a job to 
do and we did it. [A voice, * That’s right, 
and did it well.”"] And didit well, yes. That’s 
good, and much more. We have no apologies 
to make for it. 


Defends Soldiers in Philippines. 
“Our soldiers in the Philippines have been 


attacked because occasionally one of them | 


did something wrong. Wherever it has been 
possible to find them out the offenders have 
been punished. [A voice: ‘“ That’s true.’’] 
And I ask you when they blame overmuch 
Uncle Sam’s men in blue fighting for their 
lives against a treacherous foe in the heart- 


| breaking work of jungle warfare, if our 


critics remember, in speaking of the occa- 
sional shortcomings of the men who did 
wrong under the stress of such terrible temp- 
tation, that we are not altogether immacu- 
late at home. 

**T would be sorry to have any one of our 
cities, even the best, even Springfield, judged 
by the record of its police courts. If you paid 
attention purely fo that you could make it a 
pretty bad showing for any city in the land. 
Occasionally soldiers in the Philippines did 
wrong, but on the whole the men who for 
three years in those islands have fo ed 
the flag of the United States have gdided a 
new page to the honor roll of the nation. 

“*I think, however, that troops of ours 
warred under greater difficulties than those 
in the Philippines, troops of ours have warred 
against more dangerous foes, but never ina 
climate under conditions which called for 
such resolute perserverance on the part of 
the men. In the steaming heat of the tropic 
jungles, starving, footsore, so weary that 
they dropped to sleep in the mud wherever 
they happened to fall down; at every step 
fearing ambush from a foe, who was felt be- 
fore he was seen, and among a population 
that greeted with friendliness the oncoming 
troops and seized the stragglers and put 
them to death by treachery; those men had, 
indeed, a heavy burden to bear, and I think 
that the men who sat at home could have 
afforded to be more lenient in bearing judg- 
ment against them.” 


Praises Secretary Cortelyou. 


President Roosevelt in his brief speech at’ 


Westfield spoke of Secretary Cortelyou ag 
follows: 

“This is the city with the second oldest 
normal school in the country, and the prest- 
dent of the alumni association of that school 
is with me here, my secretary, Mr. Cortelyou. 
i do not speak of him, of his services, and his 
ability merely because I should speak of 
them. I should speak of them truthfully, 
and it would be unpleasant for him to have 
me use the language practically of flattery 
which I should have to use. 

“ Now, our republic has as one of its cor- 
ner stones the education of the citizen. Edu- 
cation is not all. The educated scamp is a 
scamp still and all the more dangerous to the 
community, but admitting that, it is always 
frue that, while education is not all, without 
it we would not amount to much. We must 
have a high degree of education in the aver- 
age citizen or we are not going to be able to 
folve aright the great problems presented 


to us. 

“It is no small honor, no small distinction 
for a town to have within its borders the 
second oldest of the institutions which Have 
accomplished such a work in giv- 


ing her scholastic training to those best fitted 
to receive it. 

**Our public school system is broad at the 
base, but goes upwards so that those who 
wish are able to get the highest type of edu- 
cation. Our public school system—it is a 
mere truism to say it—stands at the founda- 
tion of good citizenship; it is one of the com- 
ponent parts. There is no one stone that 
makes up all the foundation. ‘Education in 
the schools is one, but it is not a substitute 
for education at home. . 

“Let no father and mother lay to their 
souls the flattering notion that they can 
shirk their duties and think that those du- 
ties were performed by the school teacher, 
no matter how good that teacher is. All of 
you know an occasional father and mother 
who does just that thing. We have to have 
the education; we must have the home 
bringing up; we must have the trained mind; 
must in addition, training 

or wha more than min ning 
character. 

“ That is fundamentally what counts in the 
life of the citizen and the life of the state. 
To get the best results we must have a high 
degree of education, but the highest degree 
of education, if unaccompanied by the de- 
velopment in a man’s moral side, which pro- 
duces character, will avail but little.”’

Huron, 8. D., Sept. 2.—[Special.]—Theodore 
Roosevelt Jr’ and the party of railway men 
sidetracked in cars between Arlington and 
Hetland, 8. D., bagged many birds in their 
first day’s shooting yesterday. Young 
Roosevelt was.less successful than some of 
the others, but the number of birds secured 
by him averaged well. They will move 
further west in a day or so, and possibly 
make a trip to the Black hills. 


VENGEANCE OF MOB IS FOILED. 


Prisoners Hurried Away and Search of 
Jail at Kansas City for Officer’s 
Slayer Is Futile. 


Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 2.—[Special.]—A 
mob of 1,000 persons surrounded the lockup 
tonight, seeking to lynch Charles Johnson 
and three other men, suspected of being im- 
plicated in the killing of Policeman J. W. 
Morris early this morning. The men had 
been taken away early in the evening, but 
the crowd would not believe the officers’ 
statement and requested permission to send 
a committee through the jail. This was al- 
‘lowed, and the men eagerly inspected the 
different cells. Later they repeated this per- 
formance at the county jail, and, not finding 
the men there, was at a late hour marching 
from place to place in search of the quar- 
tet. The mob was orderly. Policeman Mor- 
ris was killed while trying to arrest two 
men detected in the act of robbing the street 
car barns. 


FIGHT ON MRS. COFFIN’S FARM. 


Husband of Owner Resists Racine At- 
torney Who Tries to Serve Execu- 
tion Under Chattel Mortgage. 


Kenosha, Wis., Sept. 2.—[Special.]—An 
effort to serve an execution under a chattel 
mortgage today resulted in a personal en- 
counter between Frank Coffin and Wallace 
Ingalis,-a Racine attorney, at Greenacre 
farm, the home of Coffin’'s wife, Mrs. Grace 
Snell Coffin. Ingalls came to Kenosha this 
evening to get help from the sheriff, but it 
was refused because the farm is in Illinois. 

Ingalls said that when he approached the 
Coffin home, accompanied by C. Silver of 
Racine, they were attacked by Coffin; armed 
with a knife. Coffin was overcome after a 
hard struggle. Coffin then ran away. 

The place has been in charge of custodians 
for creditors, and it is asserted by Ingalls 
that Coffin had no right on the property. 
Mrs. Coftin has not been seen about there for 
some time. 


LETTER CARRIERS IN SESSION. 


Delegates, Assembled at Denver, Spend 
Day Considering Scandal in the 
Chicago Branch. 


Denver, Colo., Sept. 2.—The thirteenth an- 
nual convention of the National Association 
of Letter Carriers held its first session at 
Coliseum Wall this forenoon. This afternoon 
the credentials committee submitted its ne- 
port, referring the Chicago contest case to 
the convention. Consideration of this matter 
occupied practically the entire session and 
was taken up again at the night session witn- 
out being concluded. President Duffy of the 
Chicago branch of the organization is 
charged with conniving at fraud in the selec- 
tion of delegates. This he denies. 


MANY ARE KILLED IN A WRECK. 


Disaster on the Mexican Central Rail- 
road Is Reported to Have Cost a 
Number of Lives. 


El Paso, Tex., Sept. 2—An unconfirmed 
dispatch comes here from Chihuahua that a 
disastrous wreck occurred today on the Mex- 
ican Central near Bermejillo. Many persons 
are said to have been killed in the accident 
and the injured list is long. Loca! officials 
cannot cagfirm the report. 


Mother Gone; Children in Street. 


Deserted by their mother, it is said, and locked 
out of their ‘home the three young children of 
Fritz Grabbert, 810 North Campbell avenue, were 
cared for by the Chicago avenue police from Mon- 
day evening until 10 o'clock last night, when their 
father called for them.

Destroys a Noncombatant.

Two Killed in Mimic War. 


The accident that marred the war game 
took place in Fort Wright during the second 
battle at daybreak this morning. While the 
guns in the fort were keeping up a terrific 
bombardment of the fleet, Edward Roy was 
instantly killed, Harry A. Davis injured so 
that he died a few hours later, and Samuel 
Clevenger fatally hurt by the premature 
discharge of a twelve inch gun. Several 
others sustained slight injuries. All the men 
were privates of the Second company, Coast 
artillery, of the regular army. Roy, who 
was handling the powder, placed the charge 
in the gun and was pushing the breech block 
into place when the thirty pound charge ex- 
ploded. 

Recently during target practice Roy broke 
the record in firing and loading the big gun 
which later caused his death. 


MacArthur Reports on Battles 


At noon Gen. MacArthur, commanding the 
army of the defense, made this report to the 
adjutant general: | 

** New London, Conn., Sept. 2. 1902.—At 9 
o’clock last night information sent district 
commanders by these headquarters that the 
enemy's fleet would divide in squadrons, at- 
tacking west end of line and attempting to 
force race, other squadron attacking New- 
port. At 10:15 p. m. enemy’s fleet sighted 
simultaneously by Forts Wright, Michie, Ter- 
ry; and Gardiner’s Point. Concentrated and 
well sustained fire maintained on ships by 
Michie and Terry for forty minutes, with 
result as reported by five commanders, that 
Brooklyn and Indiana were destroyed. 

‘*‘About 4 a. m. enemy attempted to pass 
through mine fields in Plum Gut. Maj. Mur- 
ray, in charge of mines, reports destruction 
of Alabama and Puritan by judgment firing 
and Massachusetts by contact firing. Pds- 
sage of ships through this mine field ap- 
parently not preceded by explorer or any at- 
tempt made to remove mines. Therefore re- 
port accepted as conclusive. Soon thereafter 
enemy retired. 

‘**‘ At midnight three ships of enemy sighted 
off Brenton’s reef. Mortar batteries at Fort 
Adams immediately opened and ships retired. 
About 4 a. m. two small ships of enemy at- 
tempted to open Sugar reef passage by re- 
moval of obstructions, during which they 
were under fire of guns of Fort Mansfield, 
and soon thereafter retired. 7

| Details of the Fights. 

The fighting of last night and this morn- 
ing ended the first phase of the war. Anoth- 
er will soon follow. Details of the naval 
movement were secured today from the com- 
manding officers of the different forts In 
the zone of hostilities. Shortly after 10 
o’clock the Brooklyn and Massachusetts 
made a dash for the race between Valiant 
Rock and Fort Michie on Gull island. Rear 
Admiral Higginson had evidently counted 
on the unpreparedness of the forts for an 
attack in three directions, and the Mont- 
gomery and Panther made a dash upon 
Newport about 1 o’clock this morning. Tv 
-those on shore it seemed as if the battle 
was over when the firing ceased about 2 
o'clock, but in this they were mistaken, for 
shortly after 4 o'clock the Alabama, Puri- 
tan, and Indiana appeared at the other end 
of the line and attempted to pass through 
Pium Gut. The attackers were apparently 
familiar with the fact that the fortifica- 
tions on Plum island have not yet been 
completed and that all the armament has 
not yet been installed. The few guns. on 
the island have a limited line of fire and 
do not command the approaches in all di- 
rections. Fort Terry has, however, a com- 


plete. mortar battery system, and it was /j. 


from Fort Terry that the mortars were 
thrown that did such great damage to thé 
Brooklyn and Massachusetts. 


; Blown Up by Mines. 


The enemy kept just under the range of 

the mortars and at a dead angle, where they 
coujd not be reached by the fire of the guns. 
This would have been a safe position had the 
dead line been free from mines. The enemy 
took just such a course as the army expected. 
The dead line had been worked out by the 
artillery last week and Sunday mines were 
planted along its path instead of in Plum 
gut itself. The officers of the Alabama, In- 
diana, and Puritan were unaware of the trap 
set for them by Gen. MacArthur. They 
swept along the sea unconscious of the tor- 
pedoes over which they had to pass to secure 
shelter from the fire of the guns of Fort 
Terry. It was their plan to lay in dead line 
and destroy the defenses of Plum island, 
land a body of marines, and take the fort 
in reverse. 
- The Alabama and Indiana were the first 
to be blown up. Apparently they were pass- 
ing bétween two torpedoes. The searchlight 
showed them as plainly as in broad daylight 
and the men in the range finder station had 
no trouble in securing their range with the 
greatest accuracy. Every torpedo was chart- 
ed when planted last Surday, the exact posi- 
tion of each being shown upon a large chart 
which divided the zone of action into square 
surface feet. When it was seen that the 
two battleships were passing between the 
mines it was determined to blow them up 
by judgment of the mine operators in the 
mine chamber off shore. By using the range 
finder the artillerymen secured each new 
position af the ship exactly as a sailor takes 
a sounding every few seconds when passing 
through dangerous shoals. 


Alabama and Indiana Sunk. . 


It is known to explosive experts that a 
mine exploding within. fifty feet of a ship is 
all that is necessary to destroy it. The tor- 
pedoes off Fort Terry were planted 100 feet 
apart, and at 4.45 a. m. the Alabama and 
the Indiana were each blown up by the ex- 
plosive shells. At the moment Col. Murray 
in the mining chamber gave the command to 
fire, by pushing an electric button, a current 
of electricity passed along the cable holding 
the torpedoes together and exploded a group 
of four torpedoes between which the ships 
were passing. 

Constructively, there was a terrible explo- 
sion. Stacks were blown hundreds of feet in 
the air, their powerful machinery wrecked. 
and all that remained of the most powerful 
battleships was two torn and twisted hulks 
resting on the bottom of the sea. 

The Puritan met a similar fate at 5:36 
a. m., but In a different manner. It ran di- 
rectly upon one of the mines. and, coming 
into contact with the electric battery, which 
scraped its keel, the explosion was by com- 
pact and without any direction from the 
shore. From the standpoint of the War 
game, however, the vessels’ commanders 
did not know that they had been destroyed. 
Unconscious of the fact, they opened fire 
upon Fort Terry and bombarded the place 
for several minutes. 
upon the instructions of the post commander, 
made no response, as they knew that the 
vessels were constructively blown to pieces. 
This is the account of the battle of Plum gut 
from the statements of army officers and the 
official reports received at Gen. MacArthur's 
headquarters today. At first it was sup- 
posed that it was the Massachusetts instead 
of the Indiana that was destroyed, but later 
reports corrected this error. 


Navy Claims the Victory. 


Off Block Island, Sept. 2.—[Special. }— 
Aboard the ships the officers and men think 
they have won a great victory, but in the 
six months or so that it will take those to 
whom the task falls of figuring out the 
points scored by each side to determine just 
what was done by the several contestants 
it may be shown that the army secured the 
advantage. 

It was surely a well conceived attack, and 
it had the good fortune of favorable weather, 
for the night was thick, with afresh south- 
wester blowing and frequent squalls of rain. 
Just at the crucial period the rain came on 
so thick that it greatly interfered with the 
chances of the army searchlights ih their 
difficult duty of detecting the approach of 
the hostile ships, and as one result two of 
the war vessels, the Brooklyn and the Magsa- 
chusetts, ran by the guns of Fort Wright, 
passed through the race between Fisher's 
island and Great Gull island, and took posi- 
tion behind Fort Terry and the other de- 
fenses on Plum island.

FUND RAISED IN LABOR. PARADE FOR 
THE STRIKING MINEWORKERS IS $3,633. 


The contributions collected for the striking anthracite miners during the parade 
Labor day amounted to $3,633.28. The collection was made up of every denomination of 
silver, nickel, and copper coin, and currency from a $5 note to a penny, and included 
45,192 pieces of money, representing the gifts, it is believed, of nearly that many persons. 

More than half of the entire amount was in nickels and dimes, evidently the contribu- 
tions of those who could spare no more from their own small 
dreds of pennies and nearly 4,000 quarters in the collection. 

After the parade the-money was placed in Ture TRIBUNE vaults, and yesterday morn- 
ing the work of counting it began. Several clerks from the Fort Dearborn National bank 
took their stand in the gallery of TH® Trisune mailing rooms, and for several hours 
were busy sorting and counting the various denominations and footing up the totals. 
Later the money was deposited in the Fort Dearborn National bank, whence it will be 
sent with other money raised by Chicago unions to the managers of the strikers’ benefit 
fund.

“Raw” Lake Water in Bottles. 
Parents had not become alive to the neces- 
gity of providing their children with usable 
jwater, and the children themselves were 
too occupied with the sudden change from 
play to work. Even in the typhoid district 
these condition prevailed. Many of the teach- 
ers on the west side locked with suspicion 
en the water carrying proposition. Some 
few who found time to interest themselves in 
the matter found that about half of the 
jwater carriers had filled their bottles at 
hydrants. 
The orders to shut off the water was sent 
to the janitors of the schools on Monday 
night. Every faucet, save those in the teach- 
ers’ rooms, were sealed. 


Investigation on the West Side. 
’ Watch was kept on the children as they 
arrived at four of the largest schools on the 


“west side; at the Tilden school, West Lake 


and Elizabeth streets, and at the Marquette, 
Wood and Harrison streets, in the morning, 
and at the King school, Harrison and West- 


ern avenue, wear the border of a typhoid 


district, ‘and the J. M. Smyth school, Blue 
Island avenue and Thirteenth. street, in the 
Ghetto district, during the afternoon. 

Those who carried bottles to these four 
schools were stopped and questioned. They 
were asked if the water was filtered and if 
not where it was obtained. The following 
results were obtained: 

Unfiltered water carried by five children. 

Filtered water carried by one. 

Boiled water carried by three. 
Mineral water carried by one. ~ 

The bottles themselves varied from the 
regular preserving jar to pop bottles. All 
were clean and well filled. Some were 
wrapped in paper, a few in cloth, but more 
than half were carried openly, and by girls. 
All were warm and none looked attractive.

‘*‘Next”’ to Contraband Supply. 

When the morning session was over, sevV- 
eral boys from the mmon school at Mor- 
gan a West Monroe street were asked if 
they had been thirsty during the morning. 
Their replies varied. One claimed he had, 
but that he knew a way of getting water, 
and that the others were “ next.’’ The oth- 
ers all professed to having been thirsty, but 
said they had not suffered. This, the teach- 
ers say, was the general condition. 

“There were but few bottles seen here 
today,” said Ellen J. Hardrick, principal of 
the King school. ‘‘ What little water was 
brought was drunk almost immediately, and 
practically none of it got to the schoolroom. 
We found that most of the children drank 
the water before school opened. I am under 
the impression that most of the water is un-. 
filtered, and I am going to investigate it.” 


: Believe the Plan Will Work. 

Many principals were so busy arranging 
classes and examining pupils that they had 
no time to look into the matter, and frankly 
said so. Others from the morning’s ob- 
servation believe the scheme will work. 

“It will go all right,’’ said C. W. Minard, 
principal of the Marquette. ‘* Of course we 
have not had time to test it as yet. Ido not 
see much against the bottle idea except that 
it is a bother.”’ ; 

Another principal who believes the plan 
will work is Miss Harriet Winchell of the 
Tilden school. 

‘“‘It has been tried before and we-were 
not troubled much,’’ she said. ‘‘ The bottles 
are noisy and cumbersome, but we can bear 
with them. I donot see why there should 
be trouble.” 

In some cases the pupils of the Ogden 
school, at Pearson and State streets, declined 
to drink hydrant water, although they were 
thirsty after the supply of milk and water 
that they had brought was exhausted. 


Girls “Holdup” a Milkman. 

A passing milk wagon was hailed by three 
little girls at Chicago avenue and State 
street during the recess. One child climbed 
into the waion and explained that she had 
no money, but that if the milkman would 
give them a glass of milk she would pay 
him when she saw her mother and could get 
the money. The driver smiled and gave 
them the milk, then beat a hasty retreat 
for fear that the charging army of thirsty 
pupils would put him out of business. 

At the Kinzie school many of the children 
carried bottles of water, and others who 
were in the secret of where there was an 
artesian well in the neighborhood guarded 
their find as if it were a gold mine. The 
water from the spring in Lincoln park was 
itberally patronized early in the morning, 
and hundreds of pupils were supplied with 
this. 


Storekeepers Aid the Project. 

At the Sheldon school, at Elm and State 
streets, the bottles of water were slighted, 
few of the pupils having them — At recess, 
however, the children made a run for home 
The water at the school was shut off and 
neighboring merchants declined in many 
cases to give the pupils water to drink. They 
took the stand that as the parents did not 
want children to drink hydrant water they 
would not give it to them. " 

“There are practically no bottles to speak 
of today,’’ said John G. Weish, the principal 
of the Yale school, Seventieth street and 
Yale avenue, ‘‘ but there probably will be a 
number tomorrow. The water is shut off 
throughout the school, amt many of the boys 
and girls have tried in vain to get 
from the faucets,” | 

Fears Trouble Will Result. 

“J am afraid the bottles wilt on 
endl ount of trouble among the young- 
er ronal said Priacipal Alma M. Willard 
of the Brownell school. “ Still, water is 
good for them, and the littlest ones will 
find it hard to wait several hours without 
a drink, especially if they have been play- 
ing hard during recess. The lake water 
is bad, there is no doubt ef that, and it is 
a good thing to have it shut off. I suppose 
we can regulate this. matter just as we 


e all the rest.”’ :

Physicians Urge Pure Water. 

Physicians emphasized the necessity of 
giving a pure supply to the school children. 

Bwerybody, and schoolchildren in par- 
ticular, should drink boiled water as long 
as the supply is tainted with typhoid,” said 
Dr. John B. Murphy. Itis the duty of every 
parent to see that every child be supplied 
with a bottle of water to taketo schoolanda 
vat or jar of water that has been sterilized 
by boiling should be kept in every household. 
This is the best way to avoid typhoid. I 
do not think that the children would suffer 


“if the boiled supply. of water they took to. 


ut an hour or so before 
ts home. Children drink 
too much water any way. Boiled water 
should be kept in the household, too. It 
is senseless to send a child to school witha 
bottle of boiled. water and then permit it to 
come home and drink from the hydrant.

THREE EFFORTS AT SUICIDE 
BY THE WIFE OF A PASTOR. 
Mrs. Fredericka Peters Seeks Death by 


Gas, Stabbing, and Hanging, but Her 
Attempts Prove Unsuccessful. 


‘Three attempts at suicide within as many 
days is the record of Mrs. Fredericka Peters, 
‘wife of the Rev. August Peters, pastor of 
the Wentworth Avenue German Methodist 
church. Two of the attempts were made 
yesterday, the other on last Sunday. The 
woman now is in the Provident hospital, 
where it is said she will recover. 

On Sunday Mrs. Peters locked herself in 
her room while her husband was at church 
and turned on the gas, Yesterday she cut 
both wrists and stabbed herself in the stom- 
ach several times with a pair of scissors, and 
then tried to hang herself. Mrs. Peters has 
been’ in poor health for some time, and it 
is thought her mind is deranged. 

Charles Kindler, a baker, reputed to have 
been well to do,committed suicide in his home, 
2327 Monticello avenue, yesterday.

' te Pick His Pockets and When He 
Resists Is Attacked by Gang of Four 
—Crowd Is Alarmed, but No One

In a crowded street car, while fifty people 
were looking on, four men attempted to rob 
a passenger at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
When the victim discovered two of the men 
in the act of lifting his watch and purse from 
his pockets and resisted them the four men 
attacked and beat him severely. One arrest 
was made by the police, who are looking for 
the others of the quartet. 

The victim of the holdup men was W. 8. 

He 
boardea a north bound Indiana avenud car 
at Fortieth street and took a rear seat. At 
the next corner a number of people got on, 
and the car was so crowded that the aisle 
was filled. Four men soon entered and two

They began to read newspapers and further 
than noticing that they were well dressed he 
paid no attention to them.

street Meyer felt a tug at his vest pocket. 
Glancing down, he saw the hand of the man 
on his left taking his watch, while the man 
on his right was just removing his purse 
from an inside coat pocket. Meyer grabbed 
the hands that were taking his property and 
tried to regainit. No sooner had the struggle 
for the purse and watch started than the four 
men attacked him. 

This attracted the attention of all the pas- 
sengers, who with the conductor watched 
the struggle, Meyer says, withoutoffering to 
help him. The passengers nearest the hold- 
up men and their victim tried to get out of 
the way of the combatants until all were 
crowded together in the north end of the car, 
while- Meyer and his assailants struggled if 
the rear. Meyer clung to his watch and 
money, although struck many times. The 
fight continued until the threats and oaths 
of the pickpockets threw the women into a 
panic and their screams were heard by a 
detective a block away, whoran toward the 
car. 


Try to Throw Victim Off. 


When the car was stopped at Thirty-sixth 
street the four men, who had beaten Meyer 
until he was almost insensible, attempted to 
throw him off the car, but he held fast. Then 
the men fled, leaving the watch and purse 
in his possession. 

The detective saw and pursued them. Af- 
ter a.chase of three blocks one man was over- 
taken. He gave his name as E. F. Woolford. 
He was locked up at the central station. 
The others escaped. 

Meyer was taken to his home. He was 
badly bruised about the head and on the left 
shoulder and hips.

REASON FOR STRIKE'S END 


SENATOR PLATT’S PROPHECY MAY 
PROVE TRUE. 


Operators Warned Against Throwing 
State to Democrats by Hefusing to 
Settle—Terms to Be Offered Men on 


Month Before Election Time-—Fire 
in West Virginia and Strikers Fight 
with Guard. : 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 2.—[Special.]—The 
statement by Senator Platt of New York that 
the miners’ strike will be settled in a few 
days is taken by the politicians to mean that 
the operators have been forced by political 
conditions to promise concessions. It is said 
they will offer a 10 per cent Increase. The 
conditions, it is stated, which are behind the 

tlement are that unless the strike is ended 
by a month before election there is danger of 
a democratic governor and a democratic leg- 
islature being elected in this state, and that 
then anti-corporation laws would be passed 
and the miners could thus gain an eight hour 
day and compulsory arbitration by acts of 
the legislature. There is a growing belief 
throughout the region tonight that the oper- 
ators have been compelled to give in by the 
force of this threat. 

Platt Sticks to Statement. — 

New York, Sept. 2.~The Evening Post to- 
day has the following: 

‘Senator Platt refused today to give any 
further information about his statement of 
eeveral days ago that the coal strike would 
be ended in two weeks. 

“**T stand by the statement and I knew 
what I was talking about,’ he said, * but I 
can’t satisfy your cufiosity any further just 
now. ”’ 

Fire Mine and Fight Guards, 

Bramwell; W. Va., Sept. 2.—{Special.]— 
The situation in the Flat Top coal field is 
critical and armed strikers are lying in am- 
bush on all sides, firing in the direction of 
the nonunion workers at every opportunity.

COAL FEELS GAR FAMINE 


LACK OF CARS CHECKS THE sHIP- 
MENTS OF BITUMINOUS. 


New Factor haaea to Situation Caused 
by Strike in Anthracite Mines—John 


C. Fetser Talks of Progress of Get- 


ting Options on the Retail Yards in 
Chicago—Has Half of the Number 
Desired—A “ Holding ” Company to 
Take Them. 


The inability to get cars enough to haul 
coal to Chicago, even when there is plenty 
of it ready for shipping, has now added itseif 
to the eastern strike as a serious factoe in 
the local coal situation. .This scarcity of 
cars caused a jump of $3 a ton in coke within 
four days last week, and: yesterday it began 
to be felt in the supply of soft coal. ~ 

This falling off in the receipts of soft 
coal has not yet affected the price, but a 
dealer made the statement that-it would 
likely result in an increase within a few 
days. The price ranges now Yrom $8.15 to 
$5.15 a ton, the extra 15 cents being the 
“nominal” September advance. . 

The scarcity of cars is attributed to the 
increased demand for them for the trans- 
portation of grain. 


Fetzer Talks of Yard Combine. 


John C. Fetzer, real estate agent of the 
McCormick estate, who represents an east- 
ern syndicate that is seeking to secure con- 
trol of 300 coalyards in Chicago, talked 
for the: first time .regarding the 
eal, 

“ Yes,” said he, “I am obtaining options 
for the syndicate on the coalyards here, 
that is, the smaller ones. I have.already op- 
tions on half of the number we are after. 
As it is always easier to get the second haif 
in a case of this kind, I feel confident that 
the deal will go through. 

“I am only after the smaller yards, those 
that have an exclusively retail trade. A 
small firm that will sell out for $50,000 is 
likely to have a greater strictly retail trade 
in Chicago than a larger firm that demands 
$500,000 for its business. As we want only 
the local retail trade, of course our plan 
is to have yards in all the different sections 
of the city. This has been studied out with 
a good deal of care. In line with the same 
policy, the yards we buy will remain where 
they are and be run to a large extent in the 
same way 4s before. The names will not 
necessarily be changed, 


Deal Begun Before the Strike 


**T want to deny that the present coal! sit- 
uation furnished the basis for the negotia- 
tions. They were started last spring, be- 
fore the anthracite/€dal strike began. Then 
the matter was dropped, to be renewéd again 
the latter part of August. I have nothing 
to do with the financial end of the matter. 
That has already been settled and the money 
is in hand. The stock is all taken. There 
is some Chicago capital in the concern, but 


most of it is in the east. Those in it expect 


to make their money in the saving of ex- 
penses through a consolidated, management 
and the various economies that consolidation 
naturally enables them to bring about. It is 


figured that these economies will double the 


dividends at least. 

‘A company will be incorporated to carry 
on the business, but it will be a holding, not 
an operating company. Nothing but cold 


cash is being offered for the yards here.” 


GREENBERG TURNS LAWYER 
AND WINS HIS OWN CASE. 


Constable Smiles When Called Names 


in Court and Soon Has the Prosecu- 
tion Dismissed. | 


In order to take careof the numerous law- 
suits in which he has become involved as the 
result of his strenuous methods of doing 
business, Louis Greenberg, the constable, 
has turned justice court lawyer. Yesterday 
he played the dual role of attorney and client 
before Justice Martin, and won his case, 


which was the outgrowth of a seizure he 


had made in a North Clark street grocery.

PUBLIC DEBT GROWS SMALLER. 


Treasury Statement for Month of Au- 
gust Shows a Decrease of Nearly 
Six Million Dollars. 


“Ab- 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 2.—The monthly 
statement of the public debt issued today 
shows that at the close of business, Aug. 3v, 
1902, the debt, less cash in the treasury, 
amounted to $968,091,321, a decrease for the 
month of $5,818,646. This decrease is prin- 
cipally accounted for by a corresponding in- 
crease in the cash on hand. The debt is re- 
capitulated as follows: 

Interest bearing debt, $931,070,540; debt on 
which interest has ceased. since maturity, 
$1,257,480; debt bearing no interest, $395,254,- 
991; total, $1,327,582,821. 

This amount, however, does not include 
certificates and treasury notes outstanding, 
amounting to $545,876,089, which are offset 
by an equal amount of cash on hand held for 
their redemption. The cash in the treasury 
is classitied as follows: 

Gold reserve fund, $150,000,000; trust funds, 
$5845,876,08¥; general fund, $168,785.421; in 
national bank depositories, $125,382,16¥; total, 
$1,200 043,680, against which there are de- 
mand liabilities outstanding amounting to 
$930,552,179, leaving a cash balance on hand 
of $359,491 ,500. 


MILES POSTPONES HIS TRIP. 


Lieutenant General of the Army Delays 
His Journey to the Philippines 
for a Week. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 2.—A change has 
been made in the plans of Lieut. Gen. Miles, 
as announced last week. It was expected

COLLERAN UNDER 
PENSION TEST. 


He and Nine Others Examined 
by Physicians as to 
Disabilities. 


ANNUITY LIKELY TO STOP 
Finding Not to Be Announced 
Till Later, but Is Said to 

Be Unfavorable. — 


Luke P. Colleran’s right to draw $116.66 
a month from the police pension fund—a 
right many believe he never should have 
had—is now seriously threatened. Yesterday 
he underwent a physical examination as to 
his qualification to be a beneficiary of the 
fund for “the feeble and aged,” and it is 
understood that the findings will be against 
him. 

With -nine others he faced the three physi- 
cians who are examining all the men draw- 
ing annuities under the disability clause of 
the pension act. All were thoroughly ex- 
amined, their ailments or injuries were 
closely scrutinized, and their present condi- 
tion was taken into consideration. Bach of 
the physicians ,kept a record, and when 
they have consulted with each other their 
findings will be announced. a 


Basis of Colleran’s Claim. — 


While all the cases created a deep interest 
the one most closely watched was that of 
the former chief of detectives. Colleran 
bases his claim on injuries received in the 
fall of 1887. On Sept. 7 of that year he be- 
came involved with Eddie Hall's gang of 
shell workers, who were then operating on 
the Randoiph street viaduct. CoNeran at- 
tempted to arrest them and a fight followed. 

He has c:aimed that he was thrown over 
the viaduct to the railroad tracks below. 
Others, one of whom was there, said be 
jumped over. Whichever way it happened, 
he was picked up badly hurt about thé head. 
On the basis of this injury he is drawing his 
$116.66 a month. He made his claim after 
he was dishonorably discharged from the 
force and through court rulings received the 
right to draw the money. ! 

When the fund was found to be in a pre- 
carious condition his right was again ques- 
tioned.. The only way he could be reached— 
and many others like him—was found to be 
through a physical examination, and this 
was ordered. Those found to be physicaliy 
able wil: be stricken from the rolls and the 
money thus saved will go to the widows and 
to such policemen as are entitled to it. 


Examination Lasts All Morning. 


The examination yesterday was conducted 
by Drv Francis McNamara. Dr. E. H. Lee, 
and Dr. W. T. Beifeld. It began at 9 o'clock 
and lasted until after 1. The data from the 
police records as to the injury or ailment, 
how and when inflicted, was placed before 
the physicians. In many cases the only 
points on which they could work, so far as 
the receiving of the injury is eoncerned, is

Next to former Capt. Colleran’s case the 
most conspicuous one of the remainder is 
that of former Capt. August Blettner. He 
now lives at 528 Ashland boulevard and is 
employed in the Knickerbocker bank and 
safety deposit vaults. He is reputed to be 
worth $50,000. Blettner was reduced from 
a captaincy to the position of lieutenant and 
veft the service. He then made application 
for a pension under the disability clause. 
He claimed that while acting as captain he 
became affected with chronic ailments from 
exposure. This plea was accepted and he 
was given $84 a month. 

It is not known when the decision regard- 
ing these men will be handed down, but it 
will come as soon as the full list has been 
examined.

Failure to Report Winerooms Costs Pay; 
One Discharged for Intoxi- 
cation. 


The police trial board yesterday fined 
Patrolman A. J. Hagerman and William 
King of the Maxwell street station two 
days’ pay for failing to report a wineroom 
in their district. The excuse was that they 
aid not consider the place a wineroom. 

Patrolman Michael English of the Attrill 
ptreet station was discharged for neglect of 
duty and intoxication. English’s excuse was 
that he was suffering from lack of sleep and 
recent bereavement. His house was only 
half paid for, he said, and he would lose it 
if discharged from the force.

Klooster, took place yesterday afternoon at 
the residence of his father, 308 North Elm* 
wood avenue, Oak Park. The boy, who was 
15 years old, and a member of the Oak Park 
high school, died Sunday night as the result 
of taking corrosive sublimate by mistake for 
listerine. He had been studying chemistry, 
electricity,” and photography at home and 
had fitted up a laboratory in the basement 
of the house. It is stated at the Klooster 
home that the boy lived two weeks after 


taking the poison.

GOURT HIPS BHLLBOARDS. 


REFUSES TO RESTRAIN CITY FROM 
TEARING THEM DOWN. 


Jadge Chetlain Finds That Though 
Two Sections of the Ordinance Are 
Invalid the American Posting Com- 
pany Has No Standing in the Present 
Action—Holds That Signs Cannot Be 
Kept Off Boulevards and Residence 
Streets of the City. 


Chicago’s immense billboards were given 
a crushing blow yesterday when Judge 
Chetlain refused to restrain the city from 
razing the signe belonging to the American 
Posting company: At the same time the 
jurist held that two sections of the munici- 
pal billboard ordinance were invalid. The 
section forbidding the big signe in residence 
streets or near parks or boulevards was 
worthless, he ruled. 

The order of the court will be entered in 
two days, when, unlets an appeal is taken, 


the city will be free to attack the signs that 


violate the law. 

In dismissing the company’s plea for an 
injunction, Judge Chetiain held that the 
corporation wae itseif violating the law and 
therefore had no, standing in court In the 
present action. He said: 

“The question which I must first d-ter- 
mine is, has the complainant any rights 
which are in equity and good conscience en- 
titled to the protection of this court?. I feel 
compelled to answer this question in the 
negative. Until instructed by the superior 
wisdom of some court above this court In 
authority I shall hold that in a court of 
equity the party engaged in an illegal enter- 
prise ig entitled to no relief necessary to its 


| successful prosecution.” 


The ordinance of July, 1900, which was the 


first ordinance to be passed regulating bill- | 


boards, Judge Chetlain found valid except 
section 5. This section requires the Ameri- 
can Posting company to pay 4am annual 
license fee of 50 cente a square foot on all 
signboards which have a superficial area ex- 
ceeding 100 square feet or which are of 
greater height than ten feet above the sur- 
face of the ground. This fee would amount 
to $940,000 annually, nearly five times the 
value of the property taxed. The eection of 
the ordinance of 1901 which prohibits the 
erection of billboarde on or along any boule- 
vard or residence street unlese the consent 
in writing is obtained of three-fourths of the 
property owners is condemned as follows: 

“No reason is perceived or suggested why 
billboards on‘ residence streets, near parks 
or pleasure driveways, tend more to the 
injury of the pubiic or expose it to greater 
dangers than those:on business thorough- 
fares. If there exists a public necessity for 
the proper regulations in the exercise of the 
power of the police for protection against 
fire or falling boards in storms, why limit the 
ordinance to restricted residence districts 
along pleasure ways where the dangers from 
both are the least? 

“Such an ordinance cannot be justified 
as a legitimate exercise of the power of the 
police, and for this reason is null and void.” 

“If the city authorities are not restrained 
from. interfering with our boarde they will 
wipe us out of ‘business,”” sald Attorney 
Wickersham for the company. ‘‘ We have 
no relief except in a lawsuit, and that will 
take at least eighteen months before it can 
be brought to trial. In the meantime all 
our property, amounting to more than $200,- 
000, will have been destroyed. and our con- 
tracts, which are also valuable, will have 
been invalidated,’ said Attorney Wicker- 
sham. 

Judge Chetiain expressed the opinion that 
the city would not feel at liberty to tear 
down the boards until the matter has been 


|. passed on by a higher court. 


EDELWEISS CASE TAKEN UP 
DESPITE ABSENCE OF MAYOR. 


Judge Baker Begins a Hearing to Decide 
Whether the South Side Garden Shall 
Have a License. 


“The hearing of the quo warranto proceed- 
ings against the Edelweiss garden was taken 
up by Judge Baker yesterday in spite of a 
request by Attorney James J. Kelly for the 
garden that the case be postponed till the re- 
turn of Mayey~ Harrison, who is expected 
home today. , 

Mayor Harrison issued a license to the 
Edelweiss garden on Ju:y 20, but the license 
was dated May 1. The Edelweiss owners 
filed their first petition with.the mayor on 
May 29, and later they added names to it. 
Attorney Keily contends that the mayor was 
satisfied with the petition when it was first 
filed, and that it was by an agreement with 
the Hyde Park Pfotective association that 
the granting of the formal license was post- 
poned. 

Attorney Church for the protective asso- 
ciation asserted that some of the- property 
right consents were purchased and there 
fore were void; also that a number of per- 
sons had withdrawn their names from the 
petition before the matter had been finally 
acted on by the mayor. William Allister, it 
was said, had signed for 280 feet, but later 
had written to'the mayor withdrawing his 
name. 

C. W. Heiss was another whose name was 
said to be lilegally on the petition. The peti- 
tion, it was said, was signed by a man named 
Wolff who claimed ‘to be acting as the agent 
of Heisse. The protective association law- 
yer said they had letters from Heisse with- 
drawing his name, but Judge Baker would 
not allow such ‘etters to. be introduced. 

One of the contentions of the protective 
association is that the Edelweiss 
should have obtained the consent of the South 
park board to the petition,

INDIAN UPRISING NOT FEARED. 


Governor of Nebraska Says That Danger 
of a Serious Outbreak at Naper 
Has Passed. 


Lincoln, .Neb., Sept. 2.—Gov. Savage said 
today he did not anticipate any serious dis- 
turbance on the part of the Indians at Na- 
per, and that he had at present no thought 
of sending troops. 

Stuart, Neb., Sept. 2—A number of the 
Indians who created the excitement at Na- 
per yesterday arrived here today. Several 
hundred of the Indians came over from the 
reservation to Naper to participate in the 
three days’ carnival and wild west show. 
According to their own story, several of 
their number secured liquor and stirred the 
remainder up to making a demonstration 
by firing off their revolvers and by giving 
their warwhoops. The mayor of the town 
feared more serious trouble and asked the 
governor for assistance. The authorities be- 
lieve that all danger of a serious outbréak 
has passed. 


BRINGS SUIT FOR LOST SAVINGS. 


Marie Dietrich Alleges That $1,200 Was 
Taken from Her Deposit 
Box. 


wlarie Dietrich, 695 Wells street, who is 
charged with being an accessory in the 
Campbell “ baby farm ”’ case, is the plaintiff 
in a suit for $10,000 damages brought against 
the’ Illinois Trust and Safety Deposit com- 
pany. Mrs. Dietrich alleges that $1,200 was 
taken from her deposit box in the vaults of 
the defendant company. The alleged loss 
was discovered on July 20, a month after 
placing $6,240 in the vaults. Mrs. Dietrich 
says the manager of the vaults was noti- 
fied of the loss and that he asked her “ to 
keep the matter quiet.”

POLICE RAID BUMBOA' 


FIND STOLEN PROPERTY AND 


Detective Work of a Sailor Leads to a 


Descent on the Craft of Tom Young, 

and Then One of' the Prisoners 

Jamps Into the Lake in a Vain Ef- 

fort to Escape—Loot Identified by 

Owners Whose Yachts Are Moored 
the Harbor, 


A “ bumboat” gave up its loot yesterday 
as the result of the detective work of Ben- 
jamin Bergman, a sailor on Oscar Daniels’ 
yacht, the Privateer, that is moored at the 
foot of Randolph street. Seven men were 
arrested and enough tackle to fit a dozen 
yachts is piled in the city hall office of Po- 
lice Custodian De Witt Cregier. 

The pro 
Central station detectives made a rush on 
the bumboat of Tom Young, at the foot of 
Randolph street. On the boat were Young 
F. Garland, Nelson St. Peter, a son of Capt. 
St. Peter, former keeper of the Jackson 
park life saving station; A. B. Hurley, Ben 
Dean, Matt Loustein, and Michael Branni- 
gan. All of the men were arrested, but as 


‘the police were escorting their prisoners over 


the gangway to the shore St. Peter dived 


into the lake. 


He plunged around for a few minutes till 
Detective Kane, who was on shore, drew 
his revolver and threatened to shoot. Then 
St. Peter swam. back to the boat and was 
taken ashore. At the police station the 
seven prisoners were booked for larceny and 
burglary. 

For more than two years. the yachts that 


are anchored in the basin have been the 


prey of river pirates. Monday night, when 
Sailor Bergman was ashore, the Privateer 


was entered and robbed of much of its rig- 


ging. Bergman sized up the situation and 
then took up the chase. On the deck of 
Young’s *“ bumboat’’ was a new mop that 
looked strangely familiar. 

Bergman went to the city hall and told 
his story to Lieut. Rohan. Detectives Kane, 
Tierney, Bretternitz, and Zimmer were 
detailed to aid the. sailor, and the 
party swooped down on the “ bum- 
boat.’’ In the hold they found the 
loot from the Privateer, as well as a 
lot- of other suspected stuff. At the city 
hall Mr. Cregier examined the property and 


‘found that the mainsheet of the Glad Tid- 


ings, his own yacht, was in the plunder, 
Further examination proved that clothing 
belonging to Mr. Cregier also formed part 


of the plunder.

-sweverely from the outwdrd manifestations 
of its internal forces. The earthquake area 
has been widespread. . Heavy shocks have 
done great damage in Mexico, the Danish 


the Tyrol, Calabria, European Turkey, 
Persia, Venezuela, and California, involv- 
ing the destruction of over 5,000 lives and 
injuring and leaving homeless thousands 
more, while lighter shocks have been record- 
ed in New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Tennes- 
see, Nebraska, lowa, Dakota, and Florida. 
Volcanic activity has been extraordinary 
atid has by no means been confined to Mar- 
tinique. During the last four months vol- 
canoes, supposed to be extinct, have re- 
sumed alarming activity in the Aleutian 


and Costa ‘Rica, while mud volcanoes in 
Italy and Caucasia, tidal waves, and lan.i- 
glides caused by the earth’s tremors have

because Inuropean powers have not in the 
past attempted to make new establishments 
in.the new world they always will re- 
frain. The nations of Europe have divided 
up Africa and Oceanica. They have made 
some progress in the division of Asia. When 
that part of the world has been disposed of 
the lust for territorial acquisition will not 
be sated and the western hemisphere alone 
-will hold out opportunities for its gratifica- 
tion. 

There are American republics which have 
reasonably stable governments and hence 
-are less likely to come into collision with 
Buropean powers than the republics which 
are the prey to continual revolutions. They 
are Chile, Argentina, Brazil, and Mexico. 
If present conditions continue indefinitely 
in countries like Venezuela and Colombia 
some European power, eager to gain a foot- 
hold on this side of the Atlantic, will be 
greatly tempted to take one of the two coun- 
tries in hand. It will not be difficult to find 
a plausible pretext. The only effective ob- 
stacle will be the Monroe doctrine with a 
navy beside it—the “first class, efficient 
navy” President Roosevelt speaks of. 

The president does not wish the United 
States to go navy mad, adding battleship 
to battleship and cruiser to cruiser with 
headlong haste. He does not desire a 
mighty navy like that of Great Britain, 
adequate for home defense and aggressive 
operations abroad. He desires a respect- 
able navy, a navy which, for instance, could 
defend American interests in the Caribbean 
sea against whatever fleet any European 
nation likely to antagonize the Monroe doc- 
trine could send there. 

Foreign newspapers may misrepresent, 
designedly or through ignorance, what the 
president says of the Monroe doctrine. For- 
eign governments will not misunderstand 
and take umbrage at his remarks. They 
corvey no threat. European governments 
will appreciate the good sense of the presi- 
dent’s policy, and will not view with dis- 
quiet the slow building up of the American 


navy. 


FROM CAPE TO CAIRO. ‘ 

Another great achievement in human in- 
dustry and energy, worthy to rank with 
the Transsiberian railroad, is slowly but 
surely approaching ‘completion. The Sci- 
entific American devotes much space to 
the progress of the railroad from Cape Town 
to Cairo. Already trains are running from 
Cape Town to Buluwayo, 1,500 miles, and 
now that the south African war is over 
work upen the extension from the latter 
point will progress more rapidly. The route 
will deflect to the west from Buluwayo to 
reach some rich coal beds and will cross 
the Zambesi at Victoria Falls, which were 
not so long ago one of Dr. Livingstone’s well 
nigh inaccessible wonders.

rangements made by the late Cecil Rhodes 
with the German emperor, who also con- 
templated the rail connection of Uganda 
with the. Soudan. These projects have 
been abandoned, as under a Belgian agree- 
ment made last April the road will pass 
through the rich Congo Free State to the 
upper waters of the Nile.

REFERENDUM FOR NOMINATIONS. 

Many political reformers have unbounded 
faith in the efficacy of the system of direct 
nominations. They believe it will purify 
politics by enabling the people, untrammeled 


Wisconsin are of this opinion, and havé 
made direct nominations at the primaries 
one of the chief features of the platform re- 
cently adopted by them. Many men who 
are, without making a parade of it, desirous 
of the purification of politics and have no 
more love for dictatorial and irresponsible 
“machines ” than persons who make a dis- 
play of their devotion to the cause of reform 
have not unbounded faith in the efficacy of 
the direct nominations system. They are 
inclined to believe that its introduction will 
be far from putting an end to boss rule. 
But the method of making nominations at 
the primaries has taken the fancy of many 
people, and probably before long it will be 
given a fair trial. Then it will be possible 
to speak more authoritatively about its vir- 
tues or defects. 

In the last issue of Municipal Affairs is 
an article setting forth the superiority of 
what the writer calls the “ optional referen- 
dum” in party nominations to the “ com- 
pulsory referendum.” Instead of requiring 
all nominations to be made at the primaries 
he would retain tlhe convention system, but 
provide that no nomination by a convention 
shall become the nomination of the party 
if, within a certain time, a petition signed 
by a certain percentage of the enrolled vot- 
ers of the party is presented asking that the 
nomination be made by direct vote of the 
enrolled members. That would give the 
voters a fair opportunity to decide whether

? A POOR MUNICIPAL POLICY. 

In President Roosevelt’s speech at Hart- 
ford, Conn., there was a sentence which, 
though spoken about the Panama canal, 
could have been spoken about many federal 
and municipal enterprises. Referring to the 
commission which is to supervise the build- 
ing of the canal, the president said the “ pri- 
mary aim must be to.get men who, though 
able to control much greater salaries than 
the nation is willing to pay, nevertheless 
possess the patriotism and healthy ambition 


which will make them willing to put their 


talents at the government’s service.” 

The nation is notably unwilling to pay to 
men from whom it expects work of the 
highest order the salaries which their abili- 
ties will command in private life. It is as- 
sumed, and not without some reason, that 
the honor counts for a good many dollars. 
Municipal governments are even more un- 
willing, as a rule, than the general govern- 
ment:to pay high salaries to the incumbents 
of offices where a high degree of ability is 
required. On the other hand, they are al- 
ways ready to pay more than the market 
rate to the men filling small places and do- 
ing unimportant work. <A private firm will 
not shudder at the thought of paying $25,000 
a year to an engineer. A municipality, even 
when it has great public works to carry 
out on which it proposes to spend millions, 
will shudder at the thought. But it will. 
cheerfully pay day laborers more than any 
contractor will pay them. 

This peculiarity of municipalities is one 
thing, which stands in the way of their suc- 
cessful management of strect railroads and: 
other “* public utilities.” This city, for in- 
stance, will not be willing to pay a man who 
has the ability to manage a great traction 
system what his services are worth. It will 


not find able men whose “ patriotism and | 


healthy ambition ” will induce them to ac- 


| cept its slender salaries when they can get 


mueh larger salaries elsewhere. ‘The city 
will cheerfully pay the street car employés 
theiwages they ask for. It will add $300,000 
to the wages bill without grumbling, but 
will refuse to add $10,000 to the salary of 
the managing man. Municipal operation of 
puplic utilities’ necessarily will mean 
poor and costly service. Itis for that reason 
to be shunned.

Former Haberdasher, Whose Creditors 


' Defendant in a New Case. 


Riley Darnell, the haberdasher, who dis- 
appeared and then returned to Chicago after 
an absence of ten days to face bankruptcy 
proceedings, has been sued for divorce by 
his wife, Rachel, in the Circuit court.

WHEK BETTER FOR CROPS. 


CORN SHOWS IMPROVEMENT, 
OWING TO WEATHER. 


Temperature Conditions More Favora- 
ble in the West, Though Warmth 
Is Still Needed—Heavy Rains Do 
Damage in Some Sections, While 
a Large Portion of South Suffers 
from Drought—Cotton Prospects 
Less Bright. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 2.—[Special.]—The 


official weekly crop report issued today by | 


the climate and crop division of the agricul- 
tural department gives the following general 
summary: 

The temperature conditions in the northern 
districts east of the Missouri valley during 
the week ending Sept. 1 were more favorable 
for maturing crops then in the previous 
week, but, as in the two weeks immediately 
preceding, excessively high temperatures 
prevailed in the central and west guif dis- 
tricts, including Oklahoma and Indian terri- 
tory. Excessive rains have continued in the 
lower Missouri and Red river of the north 
valleys, to the serious detriment of grain in 
shock and stack, and with temperatures 
slightly be:ow normal in the Missouri valley 
the maturity of crops has not rap- 
idiy. 

Sections Suffer from Drought 

_ Continued absence of rain has intensified 
the drought of the west gulf districts, and 
rain is generally needed in the Ohio valley 
and in coast districts from southern New 
England to the Carolinas. Generally abun- 
dant raing have relieved drought conditions 
in the east gulf districts. Frost, with ice, ip 
exposed places occurred in the northern 
Rocky mountain region on the morning of 
Aug. 29. 

Generally favorable conditions prevailed 
on the Pacific coast, although cool in the 
northern districts during the fore part of the 
week. 


Corn Needs Warmer Weather. 


In the states of the Missouri valley and in 
portions of the upper Mississippi valley corn 
has made fair progress, but-has not matured 
rapidly owing to iow temperatures and ex- 
cessive moisture. Dry, warm weather is 
greatly needed in the Missouri valley for the 
maturity of corn, which will require prac- 
ticadly a month in lowa and eastern Ne- 
braska. 

In Hilinois, Indiana, and Ohio the maturity 
of corm has been more rapid, but the late 
crop is in need of rain in portions of Wiscon- 
sin, Indiana, and Ohio. Early corn is be- 
ing cut in Missouri and Kansas and is being 
marketed and fed to stock inthe last named 
state. 
Rains Delay Wheat Thrashing. 

Rains have greatly interfered with thrash- 
ing of spring wheat throughout the Dako- 
tas, Minnesota, Iowa, and Nebraska, and 
sprouting in shock is extensively reported. 
Harvesting is nearly finished on the north 
Pacific coast, where thrashing is progressing 
under favorable conditions, with about av- 
erage yields. 

But little rain has fallen over much the 
greater part of the cotton bet westward of 
the Mississippi river during the last month, 
the last three weeks of which have been 
excessively warm. The central and eastern 
districts of the cotton belt, with the excep- 
tion of portions of the Carolinas, where 
drought continues, have received abundant 
rains, but too late to be of material benefit, 
while causing considerable injury to open 
cotton. 

Cutting and curing of tobacco have pro- 
gressed under favorable conditions and are 
largely finished in the Carolinas and Vir- 
ginia. 


Reports by States. . 

New Engiand—Weather favorable; corn 
improving, partial crop in south, failure in 
north; fall pasturage good; appies good, ex- 
cept. winter varieties; cranberries and 
peaches good; early potatoes good, iate po- 
tatoes somewhat injured by rot and bDiight; 
tobacco excellent, cutting begun. 

New York—Week warm, with light scat- 
tered showers, favorable for work; harvest 
about finished, thrashing commenced; wheat, 
rye, and barley good; oats excellent; corn 
and beans poor, though somewhat improved; 
potatoes still declining. 

Missouri—Drought in southeast thoroughly 
broken and cotton, late corn, and pastures 
improved, but cool weather and continued 
raine in north and west further damaged 
grain in stack, retarded piwowing, and proved 
unfavorable for early corn, which needs dry, 
sunny weather to mature; corn cutting pro- 
gressing siowly; cotton picking begun. 


Corn Improves in Illinois. 


lllincls—A good week for maturing corn, 
and prospects improved in southern district; 
buik of crop probabiy safe from frost by 
Sept. 20; oats thrashing progressing; grain 
injured’ considerabiy by wet weather; pas- 
tures. clover, and gardens good; potatoes 
yielding weil, but rotting somewhat; apple 
prospects improved, crop jarge in localities, 
quantity good where crop Is light. 
indiana—Week dry; temperature sightiy 
above normal; early corn filled’ well and ma- 
turing rapidly, cutting begun; late corn needs 
rain, exceptionaily large crop of potatoes 
assured; tobacco maturing uneveniy, some 
housed, some not topped; tomato crop fair, 
canning factories in operation, excepting 
few orchards apple crop light; rain badly 
needed for plowing and pastures. 
Ohio—Corn advanced more rapidly, gener- 
ally good except late injured by drought in 
southwest; early corn ripening, cutting com- 
menced in south and west; plowing delayed 
and gardens and pastures injured by 
drought; a good crop of tobacco is being se- 
cured; potatoes rotting in northeast, eise- 
where promising; clover seed promises fair 
eid. 
dry weather and coo! 
nights have retarded growth of corn, beans. 
and late potatoes; corn slightly improved, 
but making slow growth; late potetoes slight- 
iy blighted; beans nearly ripe; sugar beets 
and buckwheat doing well; peaches, pears, 
and early apples plentiful; late apples con- 
tinue fairly promising. 


Conditions in Wisconsin Good. 


Wisconsin—Weather favorable for haying 
and thrashing; soll too dry for plowing; corn 
making fair progress, but needs rain, early 
varieties will be out of danger by Sept. 16,
